Rescued by Schooner Miller From
Barren Islangd in Behring Sea—Live in
A Dug-Out Since April on Caribou.

SAN FRANCIS(0, August 20.—An-
irew Laybeck of San Francisco and J. H.
Wilson of Seattle, miners, who left here
ourly in April to prospect for goll on
the island of Wnamak in Behring Sea,
were brought back hero this morning by
the fishing schooner Miller which res-
ened them from the barren island.

Their trip waa a series of misfor-
tunes, Severe storms prevailed and,the
camp was blown away and they were
left without food or clothing. They
were foreod to segk refuge in a dug-out
which belonged to a trapper named
Roseberg, who with his native wife was
the only inhabitant of the island

They shot a few ourlfou on which
they lived until their signals of dis-
tress were seen by the Miller.

War Secretary Gets as Good
Material and Cheaper in
\ u.“m .

TO BUY OTHER STORES HERE
Various From the Usited States

Are Uded in English Army Much to
the Chagrin of Protectionists There—
Will Have to Reduce Prices.

LONDON, August 20.—The British
war secretary, Mr. Haldane, answering
a question in the house of commons last
evening, announced that he
purchasing army stores in America when
be can get them there equally as good
s elsewhere at more satisfactory prices,
without apologizing to the loeal protee-
tionists who insist that British firms
should be given the preference irrespec
tive of price or quality.

The matter was brought up by Sir
Howard Vincent, Conservative and Free
Trader, ropresenting the central divis-
ion of Sheflield, who asked for explana-
tions of why the war office ordered 100,~
000 pieces of horse shoes in the United
States for the use of the British eavairy,
ivstead of supporting British industries
and workmen.

Mr. Haldame, in the course of his
reply, said the American goods were
satisfactorp both as regards price aml
efficiency ,a0d in the interests of the
economical administration of the. srmy
be declined to disregard this source of
supply.

CHICAGO, TIL, August 20.—John D,
Rockefeller is having trouble in eol-
lecting 87395 from the United States
government for his traveling expenses

In making applieation for the amount
due him Mr. Rockefeller declared that
he had traveled 1149 miles Lo attend the
session of court. He did not say, how-
ever, whether he came from Pittsfield,
Mass, or Clevelami

The government is therefore holding
the money until it receives official in-
formation as to where Mr, Roekefeller
~arted from when He eame to court.

Actually, United States Marshal Hoy
knows the chimant came from Pitts-
field, but officinlly he does not know,
and Mr. Rockefeller will not get his
money until the marshal obtains' the
official information he i seeking.
